Virginia. 

Miss  Armstrong  put  hpr  all  into

ning.  For  eighteen  years  she  work¬ 
ed  without  salary  and  most  oi  the 
time  paid  her  own  travelling  ex¬ 
penses. 

Because  of  failing  health  she  re¬ 
signed  in  1906,  but  though  absent 
in  body  her  spirit  has  carried  on 
through  her  successors  and  prob¬ 
ably  until  Jesus  comes. 

The  offerings  continues  to  grow. 
From  a  few  thousand  per  year  it 
now,  in  1954,  totals  $1,212,434.  This 
was  40  per  cent  of  the  income  of 
the  Home  Mission  Board.  Wherever 
Home  Board  work  goes,  there  go 
dollars  from  the  Annie  W.  Arm¬ 
strong  offering.

•  Dr.  James  also  suggests  com¬ 
paring  these  figures  with  the  same 
period  one,  five,  and  ten  years  ago. 
Have  they  increased  in  comparison 
with  the  increased  income  and  in¬ 
creased  membership  of  your 
church? 

It  will  also  be  wise,  even  if,  in 
some  cases,  embarrassing,  to  see 
how  much  it  would  have  been  if 
all  members  of  your  church  tithed. 

The  total  gifts  for  these  months 
were  $293,041.  The  average  income 
of  Baptists  in  Mississippi  is  cer¬ 
tainly  as  much,  probably  more, 
than  $1,000  per  year.  There  are  ap- 
pioxuiialeiy.  4bU000  members  in 
the  churches  of  the*Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention.  A  year's  income 
would  total  $431,000,000.  A  tithe  of 
that  for  a  year  would  be  $43,100,000 
and  the  three  months’  tithe  would 
be  $10,775,500.  If  the  average  for 
missions  was  25  per  cent,  the  three 
month, s  total  would  be  $2,693,750. 
The  three  month's  total  WAS  $293,- 
041.  Thcie  is  a  big  difference  be¬ 
tween  what  should  have  been  given 
and  what  was  given. 

A  few  churches  have  no  record 
of  any  gift  to  our  mission  work. 
That  means  that  the  pastor,  the 
deacons,  the  officers,  teachers,  and 
workers  in  the  various  organiza¬ 
tions  gave  nothing.  If  1  were  pastor 
of  a  church,  a  teacher,  or  an  of¬ 
ficer,  there  would  be  something 
for  the  Cooperative  Program,  for  I, 
regardless  of  what  others  did, 
would  give  something. 

To  those  churches  that  gave 
nothing;  Can  you  cite  one-single 
Scripture  to  justify  giving  nothing? 
Even  the  widow  gave  her  two 
mites. 

And  furthermore.  Christ  gave 
the  command,  “Go  ye  into  all  the 
world’’  to  ALL  churches,  not  some 
of  them.  He  made  no  exceptions. 

We  still  believe  that  EVERY 
church  would  do  something,  little 
or  large,  if  someone  would  pre-

would  help  lower  taxes.  Have  they? 
Compare  your  tax  bill  now  and 
then. 

They  say  the  law  is  not  enforced. 
In  too  many  places  this  is  true. 
But  the  fault  is  not  with  prohibit¬ 
ion,  but  with  officers  who  swore  to 
enforce  the  law  and  failea  to  keep 
their  word. 

If  the  boviie^gers  do  not  obey 

the  present  law  why  should  we 
expect  them  to  obey  a  new  law? 

Even  the  disgraceful  Black  Mar¬ 
ket  tax  is  not  obeyed.  Some  esti¬ 
mate  that  less  than  10  pier  cent  of 
the  bootleggers  pay  the  tax.  By 
what  mysterious  power  would 
legalization  change  thevresent  law 
breakers  Ihlb  saintly  citizens? 

We  know  of  no  law  that  is  com¬ 
pletely  enforced.  Recently  while 
driving  55-60  miles  an  hour  we 
were  passed  by  seven  cars  and  two 
trucks,  within  30  minutes  all  ex¬ 
ceeding  the  speed  limit.  Does  that 
prove  that  the  speed  law  should  be 
repealed? 

Banks  are  being  robbed  every 
day  .Burglary  is  no  novelty.  The 
narcotics  law,  as  well  as  others,  is 
not  perfectly  enforced.  Shall  we  re¬ 
peal  them? 

A  few  years  ago  it  was  reported 
that  having  legal  liquor  in  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  was  costing  the  state 


or.
